Editor, Builletin—The time is 
drawing near when our Governor- 
General, Viscount Alexander, will 
be retiring: All Canadians will 
be sorry to lose him—he has done 
a first-rate job. Besides, the 
choice of his successor presents 
several problems. 

Many people would like to see 
a Canadian take his place. They 
argue that an English Governor- 
General is a leave-over from col- 
onial days and point to other 
Commonwealth countries which 
already have native-born repre- 
sentatives of the King. 

Opponents of such a move be- 
lieve it would weaken the ties of 
Commonwealth. What is more, 
they fear it would have a political 
tinge. 

I agree with both points of 
view. I believe the Common- 
wealth countries to be the only 
true United Nations in the world 
today. I wouldn't like anything 
to weaken this union. But I don't 
like anything that smacks of Im- 
perialism, either. 

The solution, as I see it, is for 
the Dominions to get together and 
agree to choose their Governor- 
Generals from some other Com- 
monwealth country That is, 
Canada would choose her Gover- 
nor-General from either England 
or one of her sister Dominions, 
and she in turn would be expect- 
ed to supply other Common- 
wealth countries with Governor- 
Generals for an agreed period. 
Such a move would strengthen 
the Commonwealth by proving to 
the world we are all equal part- 
ners in it and would increase in- 
terest in the affairs of other Com- 
mesons members. And it 
would keep politics out of Rideau 
Hall.

QUEBEC CITY. —In_ most 
towns the dividing line between 
the haves and have-nots is a 
street or a row of factories or, 
traditionally, the railway tracks.

He Bridged 
The Towns 


Today I went down that hill in” 


a shiny new Pontiac with Koger 
Lemelin, a somewhat sensational 
case of a man who bridged the

As we rumbled down the cob- 
blestones, looking out over the 
rooftops and chimney pots of the 
basse ville, Lemelin said, mourn- 
fully, “The hill is gentle, but the 
people cannot climb it.” 

Lemelin is 30, looks like a ma-

Roger was born in St. Sau- 
veur, lived in its genteel poverty 
most of his life. Unlike his neigh- 
bors, among them Albert Guay, 
who tried too hard, Lemelin 
climbed the steep hill and all 
that it represents. Today, when 
he went back, it was for a visit 
alone. 

Lemelin and I met for lunch 
and I heard something of his 
story. 

His first novel, “Au Pied de 
la Pente Douce” (which means 
“at the foot of the gentle slope”) 
was a highly controversial suc- 
cess in French-Canada, prompt- 
ly set him up_as the enfant ter- 
rible of Quebec literature, Pub- 
lished in English as “The Town 
Below” it excited interest here 
and in the United States. 

His second novel, “Les Plouf- 
fes,” will be out soon in English. 

Both are stories of Lower 
Town and so I suggested we pay 
a visit to the scene. As we drove 


in his car through the city 
Lemelin, who speaks English 
with something of an_ effort, 
rambled on about his ambitions,

“lL think I know where I am 
going,” he said. “I want to write 

good books, This is my reason 
st living. Without that you can- 
not be happy. I dont want to 
teach or preach.

I realized we are Canadian, I 
came home to write of my own 
people because I understand 
them.” 

When we had reached the 
driveway down the hill Roger 
slowed the car and looked sobere 
ly at the cluttered district below 
us.

We are asked to commemorate the Battle of Bri- 
tain tomorrow. To think once more of those dark days 
when the fate of the world seemed to hang in the bal- 
ance. The spring and summer of the year 1940 were 
great days in which to be alive, crowded with great 
events which compelled us to stay close to our radios, 
to buy and eagerly read the special editions of the 
newspapers, which seemed to be issued every hour. 

We heard of the end of the so-called “PhoneyWar” 
—France and Belgium overrun by the enemy. The hu- 
miliation of retreat and the gallantry of Dunkirk. The 
epic story of the rescue by ‘the little bouts’ and the 
rallying of downcast hearts by the words of the great 
leader, Winston Churchill, “We have the honor to stand 
alone.” 

Then came days and nights of anguish as hourly 
the planes of the enemy flew over Britain, dropping 
death and destruction. To oppose that force there were 
but a few men, who flew into the skies in old machines, 
faced by an enemy superior in man-power and weapons. 

Superior in all things—save one—that intrepid 
apirit which refused to acknowledge defeat. 

Men who took their machines into the air when they 
were physically exhausted. Hour after hour, day after 
day, these gallant few did battle with the enemy until 
the foe called off his forces, finally convinced that Bri- 
tain could not be conquered just then. 

Not only Britain was saved, but the whole of the 
western world, all that we believed in, was preserved 
for us by a handful of men, weary in body but un- 
daunted in spirit. We owe them a debt which never can 
be repaid. 

It is well for us that on this day we should remem- 
ber in humility and pride, those who fought against 
great odds and won. That we should remember that 
the freedom they purchased with their lives is ours to 
preserve and foster. We have not learned our lesson 
yet. We hate to think and admit that we owe anything 
to anyone an d even now are prepared to squander our 
dear bought liberty because we have not the desire to 
work for it. 

“Land so long bled, that we who inherit forget, 
It was not one with mountains, it was not one with ihe deep, 
Men, not gods, devised it; and men not gods must keep.” 


Let us remember them. In church may we give 
thanks to Almighty God for these men and their brave 
spirit, who by their bravery brought us from death unto 
life. 

They died that freedom might live, let us so live 
that freedom may not die.

When confronted by small forces 
of Americans in the early days of 
the war, he hesitated and set up 
a wide front, whereas a column of 
tanks followed by trucks carrying 
infantry could in the first few days 
have pierced directly through to 
Pusan. The small forces we were 
able to put in so quickly provided 
the necessary holding action which 
cost the enemy his plan of quick 
occupation of Southern Korea. This 
was his first mistake.

His second was in extending his 
supply lines to their present atten- 
uated length.
